Kaiser's Charge at Buenos Aires to 
Be Sent Away, But His Where- 
abouts Are Not Known. 


SWEDEN'S EMANATION V m FEEBLE 


Buenos Aires, Sept. 12.—^The Argentine goveniment at noon to- 
day sent to the German legation passports to be delivered to Count 
Luxburg, the German charge d'affaires in Buenos Aires. The where- 
abouts of Count Luxburg still is unknown to the Argentine govern- 
ment. 


The Argentine foreign office today sent a communication to the 
German foreign ministry demanding an explanation of Count Lux- 
burg's action in sending the secret code messages to Berlin through 
the Swedish legation. 
It was officially announced here 


today that if Germany faile;il to 
disapprove of Count Luxburg's 
action Argentine would recall her 
minister at Berlin. If the Berlin 
government disapproved of his 
course the status quo would be 
maintained. 


EXPLANATION FEEBLE. 


London, Sept. 12.—The state- 
ment of the Swedish foreign office 
concerning the transmission of 
German telegrams from Argentine 
is regarded by the morning news- 
papers as extremely feeble. They 
say it will not satisfy the belli- 
gerents and neutrals Sweden has 
injured. 


The Times declares that the Stock- 
holm foreign oflfice "flare not utter a com- 
prehensive denial. 
It pleads that these 
particular messages weie unknown to it, 
but admits that Sweden continued to act 
as an interinediary between German}- alul 
Argentina.

The death knell for jitney drivers 
who allow the interior of their carriers 
to resemble an unkempt sty was sound- 
ed by Dr. L. P. Drayer, the /xevr city 
health officer, who entered upon his 
duties as successor to Dr. J. H. Qilpin 
Wednesday morning. 


"We must not allow an epidemic of 
disease because of filthy jitney autos," 
said the doctor. 
"The same health 
rules which hold for street cars must 
be brought to bear upon taxi pilots. 
If the jitney drivers carry filthy pas- 
sengers they should 
clean up 
after 
their untidy patrons. 
I am going to 
enforce the law in this matter. 


"I Just chanced to look Into a taxi 
coupe the other day," the doctor added. 
"I saw that the interior of the machine 
was foul from tobacco spit. 
The mud 
from many shoes had not been clesCned 
from the rig. 
»It was an unsanitary 
mess. 
Such a condition is unhealthful 
and must be remedied." 


Health officers may be instructed 
to tell the jitney drivers to keep their 
vehicles in order. 
Lack of attention 
to the order, will surely bring unpleas- 
ant results, the health officer prom- 
ises. 


Dr. Drayer entered upon his work 
at the health board office Wednesday 
morning with enthusiasm but a sense 
of bewilderment. 


"The whole business has grown so 
since I last knew the place," the doctor 
said. "There( are nearly twice as many 
health officers a.s there were back in 
the '90's. 
The scope of activities is 
almost doubled.

American government and people the 
idea that peace is in sight. 


The ultimate object of this propa- 
ganda. 
officials believe, 
is to cause 
the 
United 
States 
government 
to 
slacken the preparations it is making 
to send an army of L',000,000 men to 
France. 


Germany Foresees Defeat. 


It is not doubted here that a very 
distinct and strong peace 
movement 
exists in Germany. 
There is too much 
evidence to leave any uncertainty on 
that .score.

knows it cannot win. and it

many is bound to lose.

that would have to begin with no def- 
inite assurances from the central po-ww

.sue to the adjustment of the 
peace 
plenipotentiaries. 


The German plan of 
operation 
la 
well understood by President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing. 
They 
hav« 
learned much of German methods ia 
the past three years and 
have 
not 
been fooled by the present situation. 


There is to be no cessation of prep- 
aration for war by the United States, 
If anything, the efforts of the govern- 
ment are to be increased. 


All 
this 
became 
known 
today 
through statements made in an au- 
thoritative quarter brought out by in- 
quiry as to the publication of supposed 
German peace terms. 
It was indicated 
that the main seat of the propaganda 
was Switzerland.

CHARLES EDWARD RUSSELL TELLS HOW RASPUTIN, 
THE FALSE AND EVIL MONK, CAME TO HIS DEATH 


Poisoned, He Attacked His 
Enemy and Was Shot in 
the Head; Then He Rose, 
Put on His Coat, and Was 
Found Dead in the Street; 
Czarina Erected a Me- 
morial to Him.

The young man that undertook to 
rid the earth of Rasputin, the German 
spy and agent, I will call the duke, 
atthough he wasn't that. 
When he 
made up his mind to do the Rasputin 
job he consulted 
with an 
intimate 
friend of his, a doctor. 


The doctor advised poison as a quiet, 
efficacious way of dealing with per- 
sons of the Rasputin sort, and sug- 
gested cyanide of potash. 
That there 
should be no blunder nor slip-up, he 
experimented-Tvlth a dose of this rem- 
edy on a large dog. The dog died In- 
stantly, and the doctor made an esti- 
mate of a somewhat larger amount 
necessary 
to 
overcome 
Rasputin's 
great vitality. 


The duke meantime sought the ac- 
quaintance of the faking monk and 
got his confidence, which was not 
easily had. It was the duke's account 
of the ladies that were alleged to be 
dying for the love of the faker that did 
the business. 


The duke owned a great and hand- 
some house, and what he was ma- 
neuvering for waa to get Rasputin at 
night and alone Into that house. 
He 
was not readily separated from his 
bodyguard, but he finally agreed to 
come at 10 o'clock on a certain night, 
and meet these ladles that so 
desired his acquaintance but shied at 
the bodyguard. 


The doctor fixed tip the poison dose, 
putting it into some cakiss. 


At 10 o'clock Rasputin appeared and 
was received at the door by the duke. 


The houses of the well-to-do in Rus- 
sia usually have a large reception room 
on the ground floor, and the parlors 
on the floor above. 
The duke's house 
was so arranged. 


It was a bitter cold night, even for 
Petrogrrad In the middle of winter. 
There was a blazing fire In the fire- 
place of the reception room. 
Rasputin 
wag diveisted of his magnificent fur 
overcoat and fur cap and led before 
the Are. 


"Before we go up stairs to see the 
ladli^" s^id the duke, "we will sit here 
% mpmeiit and 
a s1«m of wine."

So the wine and the poisoned cakes 
were brought in. 


But at first Rasputin would take 
no refreshment and sat before the fire, 
looking rather suspiciously about him. 


The duke is a good talker. He spun 
a web of 
flattery 
around 
the 
false 
monk, continually arousing his curi- 
osity about 
the 
fair 
ladles 
above. 
Finally, 
Rasputin, 
apparently 
con- 
vinced that all was well, accepted a 
glass of wine and ate two of the cakes. 


The duke stood by expecting to see 
him fall dead. 


He didn't fall dead. 
In a few min- 
utes he complained of feeling ill and 
bent forward in front gf the fire, his 
hands upon his stomach. 
Then he 
looked up with an expression of fiend- 
ish hatred., on his face and began to 
curse the duke. 
He understood that 
he had been poisoned. 


Still he continued to live. 
The duke became frightened and 
ran up the stairs to the doctor, who 
was waiting in a room on the floor 
above. 


"He is the devil," he cried. 
"That 
poison did not kill him and he knows 
that I gave it to him. 
The next min- 
ute he will go out and give the alarm!" 


"Take your revolver," said the doc- 
tox', and go down and finish him." 


The duke took 
the revolver 
and 
slipped down the stairs, Rasputin sat 
in the same position, bent over the fire. 
The duke came behind and shot him 
through the head. Rasputin fell prone 
upon the floor. 


The duke ran up stairs to tell the 
doctor. 


"That man is evidently of the moat 
extraordinary vitality," said the doc- 
tor. 
"You had better go down again 
and make sure that he is dead." 


The duke returned. 
Rasputin lay 
apparently lifeless, stretched out be- 
fore the fli-e. The duke bent over him 
to see if he still breat|>ed and the ter- 
rible creature suddenly gripped him 
around the ankles and hung 
there, 
frothing at. the mouth and cursing. 


The duke struggled to win freedom, 
but Rasputin hung on. 
At last the 
duke made a sudden and 
desperate 
leap, wrenched himself from the mad- 
man's grasp and 
bolted 
up 
stairs, 
almost hysterical. 


"He is certainly the devil," he wailed 
to the doctor. 
"He, is still alive, after 
all that."

"Take the revolver again," said the 
doctor, "and we will go down together 
and finish hlm/\ 


They went down stairs and were 
stricken dumb 
and 
shaking 
with 
amazement and terror. 


The place was empty. 
The fur 
overcoat and fur cap were missins 
from the rack a,t the door. The. man 
had vanished. 


Absolute ruin stared them in the 
face. Rasputin had gone, forth k n o w 


Within an hour the two of them would 
be in prison cells and as good as dead. 


While they stood there quaking and 
staring, suddenly there came a loud 
rapping on the front door. 


The doctor, half mad with fright at 
the supernatural fate that seemed to 
have overwhelmed them, pulled him- 
self together enough to stagger to the 
door and get It open. 


A perfect stranger stood there. 
He 
said: 


"A man has fallen in the street be- 
fore your house. 
Do you know any- 
thing about him ?" 


They ran into the middle of the road 
and it was Rasputin, dead at last. 


With all that poison in him and a 
bullet in his head, he had arisen, put 
on his overcoat and cap, opened the 
street door and crossed the sidewalk 
to the middle of the road before he 
dropped. 


They carried the body into the house, 
got It out the back way Into an auto- 
mobile and took it down the Neva to 
a lonesome spot, where they thrust it 
through a hole in the ice. 


There is a strong current in 
the 
Neva. 
By daylight the body should 
have been carried out to sea and lost. 


At daylight a carter driving along 
the shore saw something black pro- 
jecting from the ice, went out to inves- 
tigate and found the body of Rasputin. 


The czarina was wild with grief. She 
erected a beautiful mausoleum on the 
palace grounds and every day she went 
to weep over the cofCin. 


The people did not weep. 
And on 
the second day of the revolution a 
party of stalwart men in black top 
boots went out to the palace and broke 
open the mausoleum and took the body 
out to the middle of the street and 
burned It there. 


Many versions of Rasputin's end 
have been printed in America. This is 
the version that was told among the 
best informed in Petrograd when I 
was there. 
I have fairly good reason 
to believe it is substantially correct.

Earl Rhoades. formerly 
of this city, who is enlisted in the Uni- 
ted States regular army in 
Manila, 
Philippine 
Islands. 
fl0 
had 
been 
transferred back to Manila since writ- 
ing first about his enlistment and says 
that he landed at Manila after three 
days of rough sailing over the 
San 
Bemando Straits and Albayan Gulf. 
He is in the quartermaster's depart- 
ment and gays he has been very busy 
because of the transfer of so many sol- 
diers back to the United States. 
He 
says that he is one of about fifty men 
working at the office of the 
depot 
quartermaster. 
He says he has a bet- 
ter position now than when he was at 
the quartermaster's depot before. 
He 
says the office where he is now work- 
ing l^as charge» of the distribution of 
all supplies of every kind to the army 
and navy in the inlands. It is the main 
ofElce. He saya they get the same pay 
as a private "back home," plus 20 per 
cent for foreign service. 


In one letter, written June 13, Earl 
says: 


"None of us know when we will re- 
turn home, except that the Thirteenth 
United States cavalry and the Eighth 
infantry and the Second battalion field 
artillery are to sail from here 
next 
Sunday. They are due in Frisco about 
the 10th or 12.th of August. 


"It's been raining here for one week 
solid and blowing so from the China 
sea that one can hardly get out of 
doors." 


Mr. Rhoaades' last letter to his 
mother reads as follows: 


Manila, P. I., August 1, 1917. 
Dear Mother:— 


Been working like the dickens dur- 
ing the last week because of some new 
stuff we have to get out here for the 
quartermaster general relative to civil- 
ian employes of the government dur- 
ing war time. Everybody In the office 
has been rushed to the limit, but thank 
goodness, the finance branch, where I 
am now working, can see Its way clear 
in another two weeks. In other words, 
we will have caught up by that time. 
I am writing this down at the office 
of the Manila Dally BuUetln, a morn- 
ing newspaper, where I get extra work 
once In awhile. 


Nobody over here knows anything 
about war conditions save what one 
sees In the papers. 
Another regiment 
of infantrymen and one of the field 
artillery leave for the States on Au- 
gust 15th, but none of us know when 
they will start ordering quartermas- 
ter soldiers back to the States. I hope 
It will be soon for I am getting tired, 
and more tired of the Islands, their 
people, the climate, the looks of the 
Islands and everything here in gen- 
eral. 
Aside from all that and a cold 
in my head, I am all right, I guess. 
One thing sure and certain, they don't 
keep soldiers here forever, and I'll get 
back to where white people live some 
day. These savages are all right to 
look at, for a short time, for the sake 
of curiosity, but to live among—nix— 
no more than is necessary—absolute- 
ly for Yours Truly. 
I believe that if 
the U. S. was to withdraw all its 
troops from the Islands, it would not 
be one month, before 
the 
natives 
would be right back again in their na- 
tive and savage state, living in vermin 
and filth and running around in pub- 
lic wearing nothing but a "G" string 
and a smile, and using dogs as their 
chief article of meat diet, and princip- 
al food. Even now, after all we have 
done to educate them, a native would 
rather have a bowl^of rice and a raw 
fish to eat, than the most Juicy steak 
with all its trimmings. 
This 
Is 
the 
truth—they don't think eggs are good 
to eat in some of the provinces, until 
they have become rotten. They don't 
eat them fresh, and if they have an 
unhatched chicken in them, they are 
so much tjie better, according to some 
of the tribes. Now what do you think 
of that sort gf civilization? 


We were hit by two typhoons dui^ 
ing the past week, 
but 
neither was 
severe. 
It's been raining solid for a 
week, and the nights are cold. Prac- 
tically all of the fellows are under the 
weather with bad colds. 
We 
haven't 
had any mail from the 
States 
for 
more than two weeks, but a boat with 
only 76 bags of U. S. mail 
is 
due 
from San Francisco tomorrow. 
The 
Pacific mail service is absolutely rot- 
ten, especially since war was declar- 
ed. 
I often wonder just how long it 
takes for my mail to reach you. 
This 
letter wiU leave Manila August 4th, 
according to the mail schedule, and Is 
due in the States some' time in early 
September. 


I suppose all the fellows X know 
back home are enlisting in the con- 
scription army. I am glad I am In the 
regular army. I don't see why the U. 
S. should not have as large a regular 
army as it wants. Personally, I Am 
truly thankful that 
I 
am physically 
fit to be a soldier. 
They made us all 
submit to blood tests here the other 
day, and mine was in perfect condi- 
tion. I was also innoculated against 
typhoid. We were all given the typhus 
prophylactic treatment. 
It 
will keep 
one froim getting typhoid for a period 
of three years. I'll tell you. Uncle Sam 
certainly takes good care of his sol- 
diers, especially 
over 
here 
in 
the 
tropics.

b u r n steadily without smoke, a n d in 
spite of moisture. 
T h e candles a r e 
m a d e f r o m tightly rolled strips of old 
newspaper, which is afterw^ii d boiled 
for a b o u t f o u r m i n u t e s in paraffin, t h e 
candle when 
completed, 
being 
a b o u t 
t h e size of an ordinary spool. 


T h e Italian .soldiers, w h o a r e forced 
by lack of fuel to a d o p t this m e t h o d of 
cooking, a r r a n g e a small f u r n a c e of 
stones, in t h e center of which is placed 
t h r e e candles.

H O W TO D R Y ONIONS. 


Select w e l l - m a t u r e d 
onions. 


W a s h , peel a n d slice onions into % 
to V* inch slices. 
Peel a n d slice u n - 
der water. 


P l a c e In cheesecloth s q u a r e or wire 
basket. 


P l u n g e f o r five m i n u t e s in boiling 
water. 


Dip f o r a m o m e n t into cold water. 
R e m o v e s u r f a c e moisture by placing 
between towels, or by exposing t o t h e 
sun a n d a i r f o r a s h o r t time. 


Spread thinly on t r a y s o r e a r t h e n - 
w a r e plates. 


D r y in sun. in oven, over 
kitchen 
stove or b e f o r e t h e electric f a n , until 
t o u g h a n d leathery.

To Store Drictl Fruits and Vegetables.

What the Fund is Used For. 


The fund solicitors report an intense 
Interest in the Boy Scout movement in 
Fort Wayne, and practically no one 
has declined to lend support to the 
plan to put the work on a firm, endur- 
ing basis in this city. 
The decision to 
raise $15,000 Instead of the original 
amount"— $10,000 — meets with ap- 
proval everywhere, as the Boy Scout 
establishment is to be a permanent 
thing, and right now is the time to 
place it firmly on its feet. " 


The fund of $15,000, which is to be 
used to insure the big success of the 
Boy Scout work, i.s to be used only to 
provide supervision 
and 
leadership, 
and this, in itself, is typical of the Boy 
Scout principle, for it does not take 
from the boy the necessity of self-sup- 
port. 
The boy still has every obliga- 
tion that was originally his, and the 
money Is to be used only to employ 
competent leadership for his activities 
In many lines. A careful estimate of 
the expenses for the first year—includ- 
ing salaries of executive and office as- 
sistants ($2,100), rent ($240), postage 
($100), 
printing 
($100), 
telephone 
($60), 
caftip 
expenses 
($300) 
and 
petty cash ($50)—shows that a total 
of less than $3,000 will carry the work 
through the first twelve month.s and 
add several hundred boys to the rolls 
of new troops. 
It is estimated that a 
5 per cent, 
increase 
in 
the second 
year's work over the first year, will 
entail an expenditure of a total of $3,- 
150 the second year, while a similar 
percentage of increase for the third 
year over the second year will bring 
the third year's total to about $3,300, 
while a like increase for the fourth 
year will add about $3,500 to the to- 
tal. 
With a fund of $15,000, these e.s- 
tablished expenditures can be cared for 
nicely, leaving a sufficient amount to 
defray the cost of the present cam- 
paign 
and 
emergencies which 
may 
arise during the four-year period of 
new activity. 


The Boys Are Ready. 


The present movement is not at all 
for the purpose of Interesting the boys 
of the city in the scout work. 
The 
lads, hundreds of them, are ready and 
waitinfl^—and not "patiently" 
either. 
The problem now is merely that of or- 
ganization and leadership. 
It is read- 
ily seen that 
to 
organize additional 
troops without the ability to surround 
them with all 
that 
goes into scout 
training, would be disastrous. 
The 
scout masters aré giving their time 
and services generously and will con- 
tinue to do so. 
But there must be an 
established headquarters for the su- 
pervision of the entirework. 
Colonel 
li, O. Wetzel, of Fort Wayne, state 
scout commissioner, has given of his 
time and energies with 
enthusiasm, 
and much of the success of the work 
here has been due to the unselfish ef- 
forts he has pour'ed into it. 
He is a 
traveling salesman, unable to spend 
much of his time at home, but that 
time is devoted to the interests of 
Fort Wayne's future citizens, and the 
devotion to the cause is one of those 
silent contributions to a city's welfare 
which find no true record in the his- 
tory of the place and its people. Dur- 
ing the first year of Colonel Wetzel's 
eAorta, fourteen scout troops were or- 
iranizéd in Fort Wayne, with a total 
er-rollment of 425 members.

AVERTS WAR S H 


Washington, Sept. 12.—By building 
for the first time a real 
mediation 
bridge between capital and labor, the 
United 
States 
hopes to prevent all 
striltes and all stoppage of war work. 


The 
principle 
has already 
been 
worked out in the construction of the 
army cantonments, inship yards and in 
aviation work. 
It is hoped to extend 
it to every munition plant. 


The scheme is simple. For instance, 
the cantonment arrangement, the first 
adopted, is covered by a brief 
note 
signed by Secretary Baker and Sam- 
uel Gompers, A. F. of L. president. 


It provides a committee of three. 
Gompers names one. Baker names one 
to represent the army and another to 
represent the public. This commission 
adjusts 
wage.s, hours, conditions of 
labor, etc. As a basis of standards it 
uses the union scale in force June 1, 
1917, in the locality. 


When a dispute arises between con- 
tractors and workmen, work at the 
cantonment is not stopped. 
The ad- 
justment commission sends an exam- 
iner to get all the facts and mediate. 
If he fails, he reports to the commis- 
sion with his recommendations. The 
commission has the last say and its de- 
cision is binding. 


The plan adopted for the shipyards 
is slightly more involved.

The contract, entered into by the 
city and rendering corporation, states 
that all Fort Wayne refuse is to be 
disposed of by the rendering plant for 
the next ten years. 
In addition the 
city will receive $1,500 for use in bet- 
tering its collection system and the 
rendering 
company 
will gather all 
dead 
animals from within the city 
limits. 


The rendering company will grad- 
ually assume its new role of caring for 
all city waste. 
Several changes are be- 
ing made in the plant, at the west of 
the city. The city crematory will les- 
sen its duties by degrees until at last 
it is expected to stand 
silent and 
smokeless. 


"Where are the Trees, Dad?" 


An appeal for $10,000 for caring for 
trees along city streets and $6,000 for 
patching up the 
park 
forests was 
made by Adolph Jaenicke, park su- 
perintendent and city forester, at the 
opening of the council session. 


"Scales andi leaf eatitng Avorms are 
attacking the trees of the city at a 
rate which will wipe out the woody 
plants in twa years more," Jaenicke 
told the council. 
"The menace must 
be met now. 


"If you councilmen do not meet the 
issue of fighting tree pest.s now you 
will have to know the sorrow of seeing 
I'^ort Wayne treeless in a few years. 
Then your 
children 
will ask, 'Dad, 
where are all the beautiful trees?' 


"Can you men answer such a ques- 
tion without a blush of shame if you 
lift no hand to check the army of tree 
destroyers? 


Had the Goods. 


The city forester, who was intro- 
duced to the council by Colonel D. N. 
Foster, head of the park board, as be- 
ing a man who "knows whereof he 
speaks in botanical affairs," had the 
proof of his statement and held the 
proof of his statement before the coun- 
cilmen's eyes. 


Mr. Jaenicke showed 
the 
council 
body a number of tree limbs which ai-e 
infested by the San Jose scale and 
other forms of tree blight. 
He told 
that the samples had been taken from 
different parts of the city. 


"They only show the menace which 
is taking the life of nearly all Fort 
Wayne trees," Mr. Jaenicke explained. 


The city forester told the council 
that $10,000 will be needed for the 
first 
year's work in saving the city 
trees from blight. The park trees can 
be revived for $5,000 more he told. 
Next year the amount needed will be 
much less, .laenicke explained. 


"I have now performed my duty," 
Jaenicke told the council in conclud- 
ing h}is appeal. "I have told you of the 
situation. 
It is now up to you to act. 
I am willing to give every minute of 
my time to lead the forces against the 
tree menacing hosts." 


Jaenicke says that eight pieces of 
tree spraying apparati are needed in 
the city instead of the one spray wagon 
now maintained. 
A wholesale cam- 
paign must be waged if the trees are 
to be saved, Jaenicke stated. 


A committee of councilmen will ac- 
company the park board and the city 
forester on a tour of inspection over

ified by the council. 


Vetoes Tank Law. 


A 
report 
from 
Mayor 
Hosey, in 
which all ordinances of the council 
were approved but the measure which 
would allow the Sinclair Oil company 
to bring its tanks into the city, was 
read before the body. 


The mayor's report announced that 
he was against the infringement of the 
gasoline tanks,, even if the containers 
are placed under ground. 
He vetoes 
the measure, the report read. 


One of the main reasons given for 
the opposing of the tank ordinance is 
the fact that the law would force rail- 
road cars, loaded with gasoline, to 
stand within the city limits for hours 
at a time at a menace to life and prop- 
erty. 


No action was taken by the council 
on the matter. It is expected that the 
ordinance will be allowed to perish 
without another effort to amend it. 


Accept Report. 


The report of the city controller for 
the past quarter was accepted by the 
council. The appropriation of $500 to 
the city bridge account was passed. 


Granting of $4,500 for tse street re- 
pair account and pay of city registra- 
tion clerks was carried. 


The committee on ordinances was 
given the law proposed by Police Chief 
Lenz, which states that street venders 
shall not leave their vehicles stand in 
one place Jonger than is required to 
make a sale.

Washinjilon, Sept. 12.—General Pe- 
tain, 
c<.it!inander-in-chief 
of 
the 
French armiw, is just as much inter- 
ested in Kcc'inii his .soldiers get all the 
hot coffee they want and clean clothes 
when they are on furlough, as in any 
other war problem. 


This word was recently brought here 
from France to the Red Cross and that 
organization at once got bu.sy to the 
tune of .$700,000. 


The Petain jjrogram means the gen- 
eralissimo realizes nothing 
helps 
a 
war-weary soldier like plenty of good 
coffee. 
Moreover, nothing helps keep 
up the morale of the warring people 
so much as to have the soldiers come 
home with clean linen 
and 
feeling 
clean and fit. 
The 
American 
Red 
Cross saw a chance to show our ally 
how we felt towards France and also 
to hearten the French army. 


One of the greatest hardships in the 
first lin trenches is thirst. 
Often their 
drinking water gets warm in the con- 
tainers and may be lost if the latter are 
smashed by bullets. 
The 
American 
Red Cross ^ill have a field canteen 
for every French army corps. 
These 
will be placed in the second line in 
charge of Americans, so everywhere 
along the trenches the French will see 
men in American uniform. 


Each station will keep 12& ga^llons 
of hot drin^ts in thermos containers 
holding 6 to 12 gallons each. 
11 is 
the aim to serve at each station as 
many as 4,000 drinks a day, including 


I coffee, tea, cocoa, bouillon and lem- 
• on;ide. 


When the soldier.s leave the trenches 
thoy march to the 
nearest 
railroad 
where they find a tiny station. 
The 
men are weary and mud-caked. 
At 
cach of these stations the American 
lied Cro.ss proposes to put in a rest- 
ing place equipped with shower baths, 


laundrie.s, mending and 
disinfecting 
rooms, so the men can make them- 
selves presentable to their families and 
avoid taking vermin and disease home 
with them. 
There will be rest rooms 
w^here they can read and play games 
and stores where almost at cost they 
can buy tinned dclicacies and tobacco. 


At the railroad junction.s, the Red 


Cross will have dormitories where the 
men can sleep, and lunch rooms where 
hot meals can be bought at just above 
cost. 
American women 
will 
be in 
charge. 
It is estimated almost 500,- 
000 soldiers pass back and forth daily 
through the eleven principal stations. 


Red Gross 
directors 
believe 
the 
baths, clean clothes, good beds and hot 


meals the French soldiers get will helii 
•enormously in sustaining their mor- 
ale. 


When the American soldiers go into 
the trenches it is planned to have sim- 
ilar canteens and rest rooms for them.

1 hope 
it will be soon for I am getting tired, 
and more tired of the Islands, their 
people, the climate, the looks of the.

Aside from all that and a cold 
in my head, I am all right, I guess.
